Prof. McLeod Was Only Fellow 
of Royal Astronomical Insti- 
tute in Canada. 



Seated in his chair in his office 
at.McGII!, Professor Clement Henry 
McLeod, Scl. 73, Vice-Dean of the 
Faculty of Applied Science, and an 
engineer and astronomer , of interna- 
tional reputation, died suddenly on , 
December 2Gth, at 5.15 p.m. He h*a ' 
I'een ill about six weeks before, bu", 
had seemingly quite recovered, ana 
was In excellent condition on Chris:-] 
mas Day. , 

Professor McLeod was eminent as 
a teacher in the faculty • of Applied 
Science, where his chair was that 
ot geodesy and surveying. He was 
a thorough educationist, a man ot 
well informed mind In a surprisingly 
vvldo ronge of subjects, and was full 
of energy, with a great capacity for ! 
work. He had charge of the McGill 
Observatory, and his scientific worh 
In that capacity was of tho utmost 
value to the public. 

He was born at (Strathlorn, Cap'î 
Breton, N.S., in 1851, the son oflsaat 
and Euphemla- Laurence McLeod. He 
was educated at the model and nor- 
mal schools of Truro, N.S. He grad- 
uated In Applied Science at McGill 
In 1873. His first engineering worn 
was performed as assistant in charge 
on tho Intercolonial Railway, follow- 
ing which he became resident engin- 
eer on construction of thei?rlnce Ed - 
ward Island Railway, and after- 
wards engineer of ■ Public Wort;*, 
Newfoundland. 

In 1874 he was appointed Superin- 
tendent of .the- Observatory*" Aè- Mc- 
Gill University, and in 1888 a pro. 
feasor In tho- Faculty of Applied Sci- 
ence in the same Institution. 

In 1908 he was appointed Vice* 
Dean of the Faculty of Applied Sci- 
ence. For some years he served as 
I'l of essor of Civil Engineering; 

As Superintendent of the McGill 
Observatory, Professor McLeod w.is 
noted as a specialist In measure, 
ments both of time and space Ho 
was the only Fellow in Canada ot 
the Royal Astronomical 'Institut*. 
More than once he was offered tho 
jiosltion of chief astronomer for the 
Dominion, but always declined to 
leave McGill. He was officiai tirrta- 
l.coper for the Grand Trunk Railway 
for many years, and served In that 
capacity until about a year aso, 
when the time keeping systems fit 
the e3rand Trunk and Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railways were merged. 

He was the author of a number of 
text books which are well known In 
scientific schools everywhere. One or 
his works was a standard text book 
on .descriptive geometry, which has 
been extensively used, In addition to 
various other contributions to scien- 
tific literature, he was the author of 
the "Transit of Venus, 1882," and * 
redetermination of the longitude ' of 
Montreal and Cambridge, of Mont- 
real and Greenwich, and/-of Montreal 
and Toronto. 

He was often, called as an expert 
witness on difficult points of engin- 
eering, as well as on questions of 
weather conditions, when his record* 
were of first-class Importance. 

Professor McLeod was fond; of out- 
door life, and his activity in athletic. 
clrc:?.T brought him Into close con- 
tact with the student body. ' He was 
chairman of the grounds and ath- 
letic committees for many years, and 
took an enthusiastic Interest In ail 
Inter-collegiate sports. He dellghtod 
to be one of the officials at all of the 
annual games. 

Professor McLeod was associated !n 
a number of manufacturing enter- 
prises in Montreal and Toronto. A 
son, Norman M. McLeod, contractor, 
of Toronto, built the new filtration 
plant for the city of Montreal, and 
Professor McLeod assisted hlrri as an 
engineering expert throughout Us 
construction. 

Professor McLeod was a fellow r-t 
the Royal Society of Canada, and 
had served as President of the Phy- 
sical and Mathematical section of 
that body. He was also a Fellow of 
the Royal Astronomical Society, a 
Fellow of McGill University, and a 
member of the American Astronomi- 
cal Society. He was a charter mem- 
ber of the Canadian Society of Civil 
Engineers, and tfrom 1891 to. 1910 
served as its secretary. In that time 
the society grew in membership from 
COO to 3,000, and no one did more to 
bring this about than Professor 
McLeod. "When lie resigned the; secre- 
taryship after twenty-five .years' 
service, he was elected vice-presi- 
dent of tho society. 

Professor McLeod in 1876 married 
Miss Mary Ellen McLaren. lie is 
survived by Mrs. McLeod and four 
sons, and two daughters. The sons

CITY LEACUE SCHEDULE

As the result of the disastrous fire 
uhlch utterly destroyed the Arena, 
Montreal's most modern skating rink, 
the City League faced the problem ot 
securing suitable Ico for the comple- 
tion of the season's schedule. At a 
meeting of the League In the McGill 
Union last night, the matter was 
thrashed out with the result that ar- 
rangements will bo made to utilize 
the Victoria Rink. 

Con'lderable loss was sustained by 
all of the various clubs of the League, 
but McGill was the heaviest loser, 
losing • their entire equipment, com- 
prised of fourteen complete outfits. 
LoyoK was more fortunate, and sut;- 
ceedod in saving all but two of their 
Individual equipments. Vlckers, Sham- 
rocks, Nationals and Laval succeed- 
ed only 'n saving their skates, vvhicii 
were not In the building at tho time 
ot the disaster. 

The schedule will be carried out, In- 
cluding the McGlll-Loyola game, which 
wag to be staged to-night, but which 
under the circumstances will be 
played on Monday, tho only differ- 
ence being that each game will be 
shoved forward to allow for this 
change In the programme. 

"While the los3 of tho Arena is most 
regrettable, the substitution of the 
old Victoria is. very satisfactory, in 
pc far as it boasts a good sheet of 
lco, and If anything, more convenient. 
As far as seating capacity is con- 
cerned, the Victoria is far behind the 
times, but 'is. sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate the usual attendance at 
City League games.

Dr. Andrew MacPhail, M.D., was 
professor of history and medicine at 
McGill University when he went over- 
seas as captain - of No. 6 Canadian 
Field Ambulance. Later be was pro- 
moted major, and twice visited the 
leading parts of -tho western battlo 
front. Before enlistment he was edi- 
tor of tho University Magazine. He 
came to Montreal recently on mili- 
tary business, but has since returned 
overseas. 

Cel. F, Finley, C.B. 

Col. Fred. Flnloy. '85, of Montreal, 
who has boon made a Commander of 
the Bath, has served with tho Cana- 
dian Army Medical Services since 
the outbreak of the war. He was at 
Valcartier camp In the fall of 1914, 
and crossed the Atlantic with the 
First ' Canadian Contingent, being* In 
charge of tho medical service with 
No. 1 General' Hosptital,, with the 
rank ot lieutenant-colonel. Ho Is now 
chief medical adviser at Canadian 
Medical Headquarters in London, with 
the rank of colonel. Col. Finley re. 
celved ;ljls. early education -in Eng- 
land, and was a student j at Owens 
College,' Manchester, before he came 
to Canada to commence the study of 
medicine at McGill University, where 
he graduated M D. Subsequently he 
attended London University for his 
M.B. degree. For an extended period 
Col. Finley was secretary of the 
Montreal General Hospital.

Dr. Bazin was a demonstrator 
In anatomy at McGill University, à 
promoter of the Milton Hersey Com- 
pany, analytical chemists and assay- 
ers, a member of the executive com- 
mittee of. the Citizens' League, and 
has lectured for the Montreal Nat- 
ural History Society, and the Cana- 
dian Nurses' Association. 

Major R. Bickerdike, D.S.O. 

Major R. Bickerdike, '91, D.S.O., Is 
the eldest son of Mr. Robert Bicker- 
dike, ex-M.P. Although he Is now 
48 years of age, he went to the from 
with the 87th Battalion. He was. 
born In Montreal and educated here, 
graduating in Science at McGill in the 
same class as Brigadier-General F. B. 
Melglien. After leaving McGU, 
engaged in military work for . some 
time at Three Rivers, and later went 
to the Northwest, where he engaged 
in .railway work. 

He returned to Montreal Just before 
the declaration of war, when he Join- 
ed the 58th, Westmount- Rifles as a 
lieutenant, under- Lleut.-Col. F. W. 
Fisher. On being confirmed In rank, 
he Joined the 87th Grenadier Guards, 
C.E.F., under Col. F. S. Melghen, as 
a subaltern, and went overseas wltn 
them. He was severely wounded at 
Reglna Trench, in October, 1916, and 
sent to London to convalesce. He 
was promoted- Major during this time, 
and In January" of last year rejoined 
his battalion as ' Junior major, which 
"rank he still holds. He went through 
a great deal of sharp fighting, Includ- 
ing the battle of Vimy Ridge, and 
was at the Lens operations, where 
he suffered a severe attack [ of trench j 
fever. ,

One lecture will be dry 
and dull; the other will be overflowing with absorbing interest. 
Whyt Because one man does not possess that quality which ap- 
peals to all — humor. Lord Shaftesbury once remarked: "It was 
the saying of an ancient sage that humor was the only test of grav- 
ity, and gravity of humor; for a subject that would not bear raillery 
was suspicious, and a jest that would not bear a serious examina- 
tion was certainly false to it." 

The serious we have ever with us, and deep the satisfaction 
when we can turn for a moment from the drab to a lighter side of 
life, and learn again to smile. Blessed is he with a sense of humor

The war haa cut-off the supply of 
dealgna from Europe on which Can- 
adian manufacturers depended, and 
the Geological Survey is making an 
effort to develop a distinctively Can- 
adian productive art", using as a basis 
the designs of Indian pottery, . and 
also designs from our fruit», leaves, 
fossils, flowers and animals. Vari- 
ous museums scattered throughout 
Canada furnish a -wealth of material 
from which to adapt designs, and 
manufacturers are taking a keen In- 
terest In the movement. There are 
175 Canadian industries using orna- 
mental designs in the manufacture of 
their products. Some of the products 
in which these dealgna figure * most 
prominently are rugs, pottery, china, 
book covers, wall paper, fountains, 
lace, embroidery and Jewellery. 



SEAMANSHIP TO BE TAUGHT IN 
COLLEGES. 

Men in uniform training for the 
navy at the United States Naval 
Training Station at Great Lakea, 111., 
on Thursday reached a total of 21,- 
890. Commandant W. A. Moffett ex- 
preaaed the opinion that needs of the 
navy would make it neceasary to train 
100,000 boys there at a time. 

Steps toward putting a course in 
navigation and seamanship in col- 
leges and universities of the Middle 
West were taken on Thursday, when 
Lieut. R. M. Jaeger went to the 
University of Michigan to arrange for 
establishing there tbe first of these 
courses. 



DISLOYAL TEACHERS TO BE 
DISCHARGED. 



The Superintendent of Public 
Schools, Frank E. Spalding, has just 
been instructed by the board of edu- 
cation to terminate at once the ser- 
vices of employees in the' educational 
department of the Cleveland schools 
whose sympathies have proved to 
be with this country's enemies rather 
than with the United States. 

As a result of thla action on the 
part of the board of education, Super- 
ii. tendent Spalding haa already begun 
an investigation of records of teach- 
ers on the city pay roll reported to be 
pro-German. Such teachers are then 
to be suspended to await action on 
part of the board itself.

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thing like "u"s aye!" Keen students 
of the subject have finally come to 
the conclusion that this being freely 
translated means, "Heels raise!"

OTTAWA, Dec. 2», 1917. 
On and after New Year's Day li- 
censes from the Food Controller will 
bo required by all manufacturers, or 
importers of breakfast or j cereal foods 
if intended for sale in any. part . of 
Canada and in packages in less, than 
20 pounds each', > Few people, realize 
the . extent of the cereal . and break- 
fast packago food consumption in the 
Dominion. Tho special' committee- apt 
pointed- by the -Pood. Controller to In- 
vestigate some .'features of. this trade 
has made a detailed report on the 
subject. 

"It is a' business,"" the lumbers it 
the comihittee -Kiy"-lw'ihel'r 'introduc- 
tory^ remarks, • 5 "which ' -has reached 
large proportions - in- rth'e' Most few 
years. Its magnitude'' has ''given r-l»e 
to the ' idea thM'the prices are' ex- 
travagant and thattortunes havè baen 
made In this trad*;" ' The committee 
adds, however; tliat"' :,t whlle -fortunes 
may have been made In the past; in 
most 'cases it l's quite evident thut 
the large prof its ' have' resulted from 
the enormous quantity of 'the pack- 
ages sold." 

A glance at' qiny ' grocers ' shelves 
wiil , convince one' of the proportion 
of ills trade ' tn package : ' cereals. 
Housewives, ,t'o'o, know the' heavy 
share of 'the .weekly food'- expenses 
that Is taken up in package goods. 

In the broadest understanding of 
"food control," therefore, tho regula- 
tion of the package . cereals, trade Is 
obviously Important.. ..It ,wa's ".'also one 
of the most readily readied of our 
Canadian food supplies, because cen- 
tred in comparatively, few. firms and 
makers. Nothing. ..was. 'done "without 
due regard to : the- .legitimate require- 
ments of a trade jjvhloh has t through 
extensive and sustained, advertising, 
become well knoyftv' to.' the .public. In 
fact, the investjgatïpn was ilndertak- 
cn by men who command the respect 
of .the manufacturers, .. the wholesal- 
ers, the retailers and the genera', pub- 
lic. Tho chairman; was ,Prof." R. Har- 
court. Prof essort/in .Chemistry at the 
Ontario Agricultural College, ' Guolph, 
Ont; The other members were Dr, 
A. McCill, Chief Analyst ,to the De- 
partment of Inland. Revenue, Ottawa;

This 
Is due to. the façt, that- the 'essence of 
their business methods has been to 
standardize prices .oyer- a large, urea. 
Many firms .haçç.jad"ye"rj.ijjèd oyer the 
X'nited Statesj l 0 ajj^" Canada . jti ' fixed 
price for thelr r packageii. Rather' thiin 
change the sUindardJzèd l»rice. during 
wartime, when.the.lcost of "raw.tna- 
terlal" to . the , ^nu^ctyrlng firms is 
higher than 4^,,. was forhjerly, ' th'ay 
have in moBt. .cases, thought it ad- 
visable to work -on a narrower mar- 
gin..- In fact, two; finris were said to 
bo actually' seliing^at* a " slight loss at 
prosent. 

,Wlth the licensing of the njanufac- 
ture of these... cereals a os't of- résil- 
iations has boeji.

The 
report Specifically, state.-;' that- there - Is

Coohed cereuls could. not, the mak- 
ers urçert, bo handled in bulk because 
of frialilllty and' their tendency to 
absorb moisture- from the atmosphere, 
but the committee eome to :tho con- 
clusion that the regulations for - '.-all 
cereals If In small packages, should 
be the same. 

The onus of gottlng the licanso 
rests -.with the maker in Canada, or 
the Importer, if the factory is not in 
Canada. It will therefore .be illegal 
after New Tear for any firm to sell 
unlicensed goodsi- Wholesale and oe- 
toil merchants " will not have- to be 11 
censed for the sale of cereals only; 
that rests with the manufacturer or 



Importer. 

Licenses will protect the public In. 
what they buy through the operation 
of regulations, and which have to be 
complied with before a llcente can 
Issue, that there must be printed on 
the package in easily road form: 1, 
the name of the article; 2, name nul 
address of the manufacturer; 3, li- 
cense number; and 4, net weight of 
contents in pounds and ounces. Tile 
committee insisted also that cost or 
containers, empty cartons and bas* 
must be only a small proportion of 
the total cost, so that the consumer 
may not be paying for' the package 
at food rates. Still more :^ipurfci>it, 
the regulations contain the stipula- 
tion: "Thè price at which the goods 
ar e sold to the public must not "cx- 
cftfd an amount allowing a reason- 
able profit on bulk goods,- plus th« 
cost of the containers." 

To assure the carrying out of these 
n-gulatlons the manufacturer's books, 
must be open to inspection, subject 
to the cancellation, at a month's not- 
ice, of his license. A fee from $10- to 
%t0 and even upwards based on year- 
ly turnover will be charged for li- 
censes. 

Another new and Important depar- 
ture in food control Is contained ".in- 
der the scheme by, the provision that 
tho "licensee must agree, if so requir- 
ed, at once to make earnest endeavors 
to find substitutes for Ingredients 
which, from time to time, may he ne- 
cessary to conserve. Just at< present 
thore should be a saving of all the 
wheat possible. 

Thus it will bo seen, taking the .ex- 
tent of the crireal trade in the Do- 
minion into account, that the Food 
Controller has by a simple expedient 
rnder his discretionary powers, n\- 
ready secured effective control of.flrtV 
of the food supplies of Canada.' He 
has, moreover, by the same simple 
r.iothod without interfering with of; 
dinary course of trade so far-.os . the 
retailer and his customer are"" con- 
cerned, ffiven the public an effective 
guarantee that prices will not soar 
through causes which may not be 
justified.
